But their 
presence will be felt there, for the stark but un­ 
seen backdrop of this inaugural will be the blood­ 
stained Western Front, the shores of battle-torn 
Leyte and Mindoro— and rows on rows of homes 
throughout America with service stars in their 
windows. 
We hope that not only President Roosevelt, but 
every government official in our national capital, 
will be impressed with the solemnity of that occa­ 
sion. 
We hope that as the President starts his 
fourth term in office he will put aside any rancor 
which may linger from the campaign, and will 
consecrate himself to the greatest task any Presi­ 
dent of this Nation ever has undertaken, with full 
confidence that the American people, regardless of 
party or creed, are solidly united with him in the 
cause of freedom and victory.

Village Quota in 


Red Cross Drive 


To be Unaltered 


Palm Springs quota in the an­ 
nual Red Cross campaign to be 
conducted in March, with 
Carl 
Haymond as chairman of the com­ 
mittee, will be substantially the 
same as last year. It had been 
previously announced that 
the 
national quota would be reduced 
by $20,000,000 w ith corresponding 
cuts all along the line. But at its 
meeting on January 6, the na­ 
tional Red Cross found it neces­ 
sary to eliminate the reduction. 
The quota for Riverside coun­ 
ty, originally set at $137,000, has 
therefore been increased $70,000 
to $207,000. 


NEED IS GREATER 


Basil O'Conner, national 
Red 
Cross chairman, in a letter to 
Mrs. Edith D’Eliscu, county chair­ 
man, pointed out the increased 
demands being made on the Red 
Cross in both the European and 
Pacific theaters of war as 
the 
reason for the increased fund goal. 
"There are m any reasons for 
the increased quota in addition to 
the m ajor ones cited by O’Con­ 
nor,” 
Mrs. 
D’Eliscu 
declared. 
“First there is the shift of m ili­ 
tary operations 
to 
the Pacific 
area, which 
means Red Cross 
service over an area of 22,000,000 
square miles. 
“H eavier induction quotas will 
further increase the load, as men 


go into service 
and turn over 
their family problems to the Red 
Cross. 
"Third are higher casualty and 
prisoner of war lists; fourth the 
shipment of whole blood as well 
as plasma to the fighting front. 


ACTIVITY INCREASED 


"Also to be considered are the 
veterans now coming back, both 
able-bodied and disabled, to a 
re-adjustment to civilian life, to 
waiting for adjudication of claims 
by the Veterans administration 
—and to Red 
Cross assistance 
during this readjustment period.” 
Mrs. D’Eliscu also pointed out 
that Red Cross home-front pro­ 
grams such as the recruitment of 
nurses for the Army and Navy 
Nurse corps, which it was hoped 
would help 
stave off a nurse 
draft, and recruitm ent of domes­ 
tic and overseas personnel for the 
m ilitary and Naval Welfare ser­ 
vice of the National Red Cross, 
had been increased by the step-up 
in war activity. 


MUST INCREASE WORK 


Red Cross clubs now in opera­ 
tion in the Pacific area will not 
be sufficient to bring even a few 
days' comfort and relaxation to 
ever greater numbers of service­ 
men being moved into the area, 
which means that more Red Cross 
club directors m ust be recruited 
and new clubs established. 
Intensive recruitm ent of over­ 
seas personnel is now being car­ 
ried on, with 405 more field direc­ 
tors, assistant field directors, hos­ 
pital social workers, 
recreation 
workers, staff assistants and hos­ 
pital staff aides needed immedi­ 
ately.

told him the project was entirely 
feasible and that’s the story of 
the start of the Mt. San Jacinto 
Aerial Tramway plan. 
Two bills were passed with but 
few dissenting votes in the as­ 
sembly and none in the senate 
but both w ere lost due to vetoes. 


DESCRIBES PROJECT 


The project, in brief, said Mr. 
Crocker, calls for cable operated 
cars starting in Chino canyon, 
near Palm Springs, at an eleva­ 
tion of 2700 feet, and running to 
the mountain . wilderness 
area 
lying 8500 feet above the sea on 
the heights of Mount San Jacinto. 
Installation and operation of the 
aerial tram way system is entirely 
feasible from a technical and en­ 
gineering standpoint, it was em­ 
phasized by Crocker. 


TO COST $1,360,000 
Total cost of the project, 
in­ 
cluding plans, material and con­ 
struction, has been estimated as 
$1,360,000. It would be paid for 
entirely by revenue bonds 
and 
not cost the taxpayers a cent, the 
speaker declared. It is planned 
as a post-war employment project. 
Atty. R arry Lockwood of Los 
Angeles and Palm Springs, told 
of legal phases of the- proposed 
desert-mountain 
project. 
The 
system would be state owned, ac­ 
cording to present plans, it was 
brought out, and would be gov­ 
erned through a seven-member 
authority 
composed 
of 
three 
members appointed by the gov­ 
ernor, 
two 
appointed by the 
Riverside county board of super­ 
visors, and two by the city coun­ 
cil of Palm Springs. 
Under provisions of a bill soon 
to be submitted to the legisla­ 
ture by Assemblyman Philip L. 
Boyd, of Palm Springs, title will 
be vested in the authority, instead 
of the city of Palm Springs, it 
was stated at Tuesday’s meeting. 
The name of the project has been 
changed to Mount San Jacinto 
W inter Park Authority. Assembly­ 
man Boyd 
will 
be furnished 
with a detailed report of yester­ 
day’s meeting. 


PAY FOR SELF 


Proponents 
of 
the mountain 
tramway project, which is plan­ 
ned as a postwar activity, declare 
that the system would be of great 


value from a recreational 
and 
publicity standpoint, and that it 
would pay for itself through toll 
charges. 
John Chaffey told the gather­ 
ing that the 
project 
was not 
merely a Palm Springs project 
but one for the entire state. 
Horace McKee told of the tre­ 
mendous success of the Mt. Lowe 
project and of the thousands who 
made that trip annually. He said 
the local project would be even 
m ore generously used.

weekend. G enerally, w hen a pa- 
teint has just returned from over­ 
seas, his entire fam ily com es to 
visit him, often seven o r eight 
to a party. 
Visitors from a distance usually 
w ish to stay for some length of 
tim e and find a room o r apart­ 
m ent w ith the assistance of the 
i Red Cross. As housing facilities 
¡ are over-taxed in Palm Springs, 
; it is impossible to find accommo- 
j dations for everyone and for this 
reason the Red Cross has divided 
visitors into four 
classes: 
(1) 
fam ilies of those who a re ser­ 
iously ill; (2) overseas patients 
ju st returned to the S tates who 
are unable to leave the hospital; 
(3) those fam ilies who m ake reser­ 
vations in advance, and (4) visit­ 
ors who frequent rooms 
when 
there are accom modations avail­ 
able. 
A t the main gate each visitor 
is issued a 
pass 
on w hich is 
w ritten the w ard to w hich 
the 
visitor is going and how m any are 
in the party. Fam ilies a re issued 
ten day passes. Visitors of pa­ 
tients who are seriously ill are 
first referred to the R ed Cross 
w here they are advised of 
the 
patient's condition. 
A t times, visitors arrive before 
the patient.

In a letter to The Desert Sun 
received t o d a y , Assemblyman 
Philip L. Boyd tells of the first 
week in the state legislature at 
Sacramento. 
His letter follows: 
"Editor, The Desert Sun—Out 
of the confusion of m any new 
impressions, your new Assembly­ 
man begins to see organization 
and effective procedure develop­ 
ed from what seemed to be chaos 
during the first week of the 56th 
session of the California State 
Legislature. 
"In the hundreds of bills which 
are prepared for introduction a 
few already stand out as vital to 
the welfare of our citizens. All 
eyes are turned toward the first 
appearance of Governor Warren’s 
Health Insurance Plan which is 
due on the floor of the Assem­ 
bly this week. 
“Pressure 
for 
appropriations 
for Post-War construction, high­ 
er salaries, and increased tax 
rates is meeting the resistance 
of those who are determined to 
hold down Government expense 
during these w ar time days of 
ample state surplus. Open de­ 
bate and heated controversy will 
not appear until after the Feb­ 
ruary recess, by which tim e from 
three to four thousand new bills 
will have been introduced and 
referred to committees. 
“My standing committee ap­ 
pointments include Agriculture, 
Crime and Correction, Municipal 
and County Government, Social 
Welfare, and Conservation and 
Planning. As highways and flood 
control measures will be referred 
t6 the last mentioned committee, 
I feel that I shall be actively con­ 
cerned with those subjects which 
are of great interest to Riverside 
County.

He will serve on the commit­ 
tees on education, elections, local 
government, business and profes­ 
sions, and m ilitary and veterans 
affairs. He has been appointed 
vice-chairman of the military and 
veterans affairs committee. 
The senator has introduced a 
bill for state aid to the counties 
of one dollar per day for 
the 
care of tuberculosis patients in 
the county hospital or other place 
of suitable care maintained by 
the counties or groups of coun­ 
ties. 
This is one form of health in­ 
surance that the senator hopes 
all can agree on, since most cases 
of tuberculosis are now known 
to be curable with hospital care, 
although a menace to the public 
health when mixing in society. 
In justifying his introduction 
of the measure, Senator Dilworth 
points out that most persons so 
afflicted are definitely unable to 
provide for themselves, and con­ 
tends that there is no good rea­ 
son for property taxes on homes 
and farms to bear the lion’s share 
of the cost, as is the case 
at

PIE SPECIALS 


When the cool 
mornings 
t e l l 
you that “This 
is winter,” 
do 
you find kitch­ 
en cooking more 
fun? Then per­ 
haps 
you arc 
j u s t 
in the 
mood 
to try 
some 
pie spe­ 
cials. 
Double 
crust pies or open-faced pies can 
be as seasonable as the family 
taste allows. 
Double crust pies save tim e. No 
topping, no hunting for cream to 
whip, no beating egg whites and 
baking the meringue, just roll out 
another circle of dough, and that's 
easy. 
Right now you may be wonder­ 
ing why some people insist that 
pie crusts are simple. M aybe you 
have been trying too hard to make 
a perfect crust. If there is a secret 
for making a tender, flaky crust 
it lies in three things: use a tried 
recipe, follow directions, and re­ 
lax. 
Too much water, too much 
pressure, 
too much rolling can 
ruin any recipe. 
SIFT FLOUR 
To begin with, sift the all-pur­ 
pose flour before measuring. For 
each pie shell, use one cup plus 
two tablespoons of sifted all-pur­ 
pose flour, add one-third teaspoon 
of salt. 
Measure one-third cup shorten­ 
ing carefully. Blend the shorten­ 
ing into the flour with a pastry 
blender, or you may prefer to cut 
in the shortening with two knives. 
Do not cut the shortening too 
small. 
Fat particles the size of 
peas give a flakier crust than a 
mixture 
which 
resembles 
corn- 
meal. 
Some prefer lard for pie crust 
and suggest that you cut down the 
shortening to one-fourth cup lard 
for one cup of flour. 
Increase the salt to one-half 
teaspoon. The rest of the ingredi­ 
ents remain the same. 
Even the 
baking time for a pastry shell is 
450" for 15 to 18 minutes. 
M E A S U R E W A T E R 
Now comes the difference. 
The 
amount of water should be meas­ 
ured. 
Cold tap water, just two 
tablespoons per cup of sifted flour, 
is sprinkled over the crumbs. 
Mix lightly with a fork. 
Keep 
stirring until the flour adheres h 
the fork. 
A knife may be used. 
Keep cutting the dough. 
Do not add more water. 
Just 
keep stirring. 
And now roll the 
ball around in the bow] to collect 
those last few stubborn crumbs 
Mold the round of dough betweer 
your two palms to make sure that 
the circle will roll easily. 
You may shape the pic pastry 
into a "pancake" about an inch 
thick before you start with the 
rolling pin. 
When you pat the 
dough into an inch-high 
round 
any cracks that appear at the edge 
of the dough can be molded to­ 
gether by gently pressing. 
Prac­ 
tise has shown us that more peo­ 
ple can roll a pie shell w ith the 
least 
number of cracks 
if 
the 
"pancake” idea proceeds the roll­ 
ing process. 


B A K E F U T U R E S H E L L S 
To bake the pie shell for future 
use, prick the pie pastry many 
times before baking. 
Make cer­ 
tain that the edge of the pie shell 
is securely anchored on the pan 
rim. 
If the pastry slides into the 
center of the pie pan or topples 
backward into the hot oven, you 
did not anchor the pastry. 
If you just mtisf make a custard 
pie, be sure to chill the crust sev­ 
eral hours before adding the cus­ 
tard filling. 
Preheat the oven to 
450" before baking time. Take the 
empty, unbaked pie shell to the 
oven. 
Set the pie on the oven 
rack and then pour in the filling. 
In this way you won’t need to 
leave a trail of custard across the 
kitchen floor to prove that you 
aren't as steady as you thought 
you were. 
The same is true for 
those pumpkin or any liquid pic 
fillings — fill them at the oven. 
Slide the oven racks into place, 
close the oven door and let the pic 
bake. 
NO P E E K IN G 
“P ie peeking" is no worse than 
peeking at cakes, but certainly is 
not a necessary part of any bak­ 
ing process. Let your oven heat 
control do the work for which it 
was designed: regulate oven tem­ 
perature. 
The length of baking 
time will be governed by the thick­ 
ness of the pie pan. The deeper 
the part, the thicker the filling, 
the longer the baking tim e.

I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


Few things have encouraged 
me so much as two brief displays 
of courage on the part of Con­ 
gress in the last days of the old 
session and the first day of the 
new. Congress is the last and 
only hope of the people if we are 
to keep representative govern­ 
ment in this country. 
In the new Congress, immedi­ 
ately after its organization, a 
Resolution 
was 
introduced 
to 
make the Committee on Un-Am­ 
erican Activities a standing com­ 
mittee. It has been a special com­ 
mittee. The battle was on. 
This is the committee familiar­ 
ly known as the “Dies Commit­ 
tee’’ 
and perhaps one 
of its 
handicaps has been its identifica­ 
tio n so strongly with a chairman 
who as an individual had such 
“extrovertian” qualities. 
At the moment, the urgency 
was to protect its records. Despite 
all the propaganda against the 
committee built up by the left- 
wing, and a few more sincere 
men and women who had never 
made any personal inquiry into 
the facts, the committee has done 
a genuinely worthwhile job. It 
has made over ten thousand in­ 
vestigations of men and women 
in governmpnt service, or who 
wanted to be there, who were 
said to have un-American inter­ 
ests. Some charges were proved, 
some were cleared. The State 
Department, the F. B. I., and oth­ 
er agencies, have asked for more 
than 5000 confidential reports. 
The records of the committee are 
priceless and could not be dupli­ 
cated. 
The 
committee fought 
com­ 


munism, fascism, all other "isms.” 
It is no wonder that the commies 
were actively "agin it.” It is also 
understandable 
that there are 
people who would give 
their 
right eye to destroy some of the 
records. These have literally had 
to be kept under police protec­ 
tion, night and day, since the end 
of the last session, and prior to a 
decision regarding a new com­ 
mittee. 
The Resolution, in spite of 
strong Administration opposition, 
was adopted 297 to 186, with 41 
not voting or absent. I think it 
was a significant vote. This was 
the only way to insure the safe­ 
ty of the records; this was a vote 
for or against the outstanding ef­ 
fort of the Congress to protect 
this country from the skillful and 
persistent inroads of the “isms” 
which have eventually destroyed 
other nations. 
The other spark of courage will 
have to brighten the column next 
week.

MUSEUM NOTES 


By T, D. A. Cockerell 


On S aturday evening, January 
20, 1945, at 
the Palm Springs 
D esert M useum, in the E ast Wing 
of the L ibrary Building, there 
will be a lectu re by P rof.

MORE NUMEROUS 


The insects are more num erous 
than any o th er kinds of anim als, 
and m any of them are of great 
im portance to man. 
A draw ing 
of pre-historic times, found in 
a cave in Europe, show s a man 
robbing a bee’s nest to obtain the 
honey. In ancient tim es honey 
was th e source of sugar, before 
the sugar cane or su g ar beet 
was cultivated. Other insects were 
the source of w ax and coloring 
m atters. Bees carrying th e pollen 
from flow er to flower, m ake pos­ 
sible the production of seeds and 
fruits. V arious parasitic and p re­ 
dacious insects destroy the in ­ 
sects w hich attack our crops, and 
w ithout their aid it w ould be dig- 
ficult to raise th e food w e need. 
On th e other hand, m an y insects 
are injurious to m ankind. In these 
days of w ar, w e are especially 
concerned w ith the m osquitoes 
which carry th e m alaria organ­ 
isms, w hich incapacitates so m any 
men in tropical countries, 
and 
causes m any deaths. The m osqui­ 
toes carry th e germ of yellow 
fever, and still other diseases are 
com m unicated 
by 
mosquitoes. 
The germ causing bubonic plague 
is carried by a kind of flea, and 
the body louse is responsible for 
the transm ission of typhus fever. 
The insects w hich devour 
our 
crops are innum erable, and we 
are likely to suffer m o st from 
those w hich have been brought 
from abroad, w ithout th e ir n atu r­ 
al enemies. T here is unusual dan­ 
ger of such introductions today 
owing to th e 
airplane service 
across the oceans, and th e fed­ 
eral governm ent has agents con­ 
stantly on th e lookout fo r pos­ 
sible introductions. 


FAMILIAR TO ALL 


The b utterflies are fam iliar to 
all, and are especially abundant 
in California, w here th e y 
have 
been described 
and beautifully 
illustrated by Dr. Com stock of 
the 
M useum 
of 
Los Angeles. 
M any of the kinds are peculiar 
to California o r at any rate to 
the w estern states, but others are 
w idely spread over the country, 
and some, such as the m ourning 
cloak, the p ainted lady, and the 
red 
adm iral, 
are 
com m on 
in 
Europe as w ell as in A m erica. 
The sm all w h ite cabbage b u tter­ 
fly, now com m on all o v er 
the 
country, was introduced accident­ 
ally from Europe, but th e large 
cabbage b u tterfly of E urope has 
never 
reached 
A m erica. 
The 
butterflies feed in the caterpillar 
stage 
on 
different 
k in d s 
of 
plants. The beautiful silv er spot 
butterflies feed on violets, and 
are to be found in the m ountains 
w here these plants grow . 
The 
common yellow butterflies called 
Collas feed on alfalfa a n d related 
plants, and a re som etim es quite 
destructive.

The 
life history of the spider 
and 
wasp has been w orked out 
by 
Mr. 
Passm ore, 
w hose original 
observations have throw n m uch 
light on th e subject. Some years 
ago he published an im portant 
and w ell-illustrated article on the 
spider in the N ational Geographic 
Magazine. 
A t this tim e of y ear there are 
few wild flowers, but the b eau­ 
tiful 
red 
flowered C huparosa 
(Beloperone) 
is in full bloom, 
and specim ens may be seen in 
the Museum. 


NEW GIFT PRESENTED 
The M useum is indebted to Lt. 
Col. A. B. Jones of th e Tom ey 
G eneral H ospital, fo r a living 
specimen o f a very interesting 
insect, the Stenopelm atus, som e­ 
tim es called Jerusalem or Sand 
C ricket, 
b u t 
to th e M exicans 
know n as N ina del T ierra, 
the 
Child of th e Earth. 
The large 
round head probably suggested 
comparison w ith a child. 
There 
are no w ings, the antennae are 
thread-like, th e body and legs 
are short. T he hind p a rt of the 
body has black bands. 
These 
anim als are am ong the largest of 
our desert insects, and are found 
in sandy places from California 
to New Mexico, and thence south­ 
w ard to Mexico, and northw ard 
to Oregon and Wyoming. 
They 
hide in the soil during the day, 
and come ou t at night to search 
for food, w hich consists of 
the 
roots and tubors of plants 
and 
anim al m atter. They w ill som e­ 
tim es attack potatoes. They are 
quite harm less.
